Island of Sa­ 
mar, of Major Kdwin F. Glenn of the 
Fifth infantry, who was charged with 
administering the water cure to Fili­ 
pinos, is concluded.

The various provisions of a muni­ 
cipal charter, adopted under the con­ 
stitution authorizing cities to frame 
their own charters, as to subjects 
properly belonging to the govern­ 
ment of municipalities, have all the 
force and effect of legislative enact­ 
ments. 
The provisions of the charter of 
the city of St. Paul. adopted under 
and pursuant to constitutional au­ 
thority, providing for a commissioner 
of health and defining his duties, 
held valid, and, as respects the duties 
there imposed on such commissioner, 
self-executing, requiring ne aetiou 
on the part of tho board of Health, 
or the city council, to authorize the 
performance of the same. 
A general grant of power in broad 
and comprehensive terms to do all 
acts and make all rules and regula­ 
tions deemed necessary and expedi­ 
ent for the preservation of the pub­ 
lic health, vests in the authorities to 
whom granted power to enforce, in 
cases of emergency rendering it rea­ 
sonably necessary in the interest of 
the public health anil for the preven 
tion of the spread of smallpox, a reg­ 
ulation requiring children to bo vac­ 
cinated as a condition to their ad­ 
mission to the public schools. 
Such a regulation made by the 
commissioner of health of St. Paul 
held valid aud enforceable.
